Ano ther effo rt to co mpel the 
railro ads th at pass thro u g h the 
city to maintain street cro ssing s 
th at are passable, was 
made 
Tu esday nig ht when 
the city 
co uncil held their reg u lar ses­ 
sio n, and passed an o rdinance 
requ iring all railro ads to pro ­ 
v ide g o o d cro ssing s at o nce, su b­ 
ject to penalties in fines. 
Sev eral m atters o f bu siness 
came befo re the co u ncil at their 
sessio n. A written o pinio n fro m 
the law firm o f Smith, Remster, 
Ho rnbro o k and Smith was su b­ 
mitted o n the ho spital pro po si­ 
tio n, in which the firm g av e as 
their o pinio n that the transac­ 
tio n was co rrect and leg al in de­ 
tail. 
The o pinio n had been requ est­ 
ed, in v iew o f the fact th at no 
pro v isio n co uld 
be 
fo u nd 
in 
which a city co uld pu rchase a 
ho spital already bu ilt. The stat­ 
u te pro v ides' fo r cities to acqu ire 
land and build ho spitals, as well 
as o ther city institu tio ns, so the 
ex pert leg al adv ise was so u g ht. 
The firm cited v ario u s statu tes 
and co nclu ded in the o pinio n o y 
stating th at the wo çd “estab­ 
lish” a ho spital, wo uld inclu de 
o ne already bu ilt. The o peratio n 
o f the ho spital prio r to Janu ary 
first, was also taken 
u p with 
them, and their 
o pinio n 
also 
was th at this co uld be do ne, if 
a su rplu s o f fu nds was av ailable 
in any department, where 
a 
transfer co uld be made. 
The co u ncil will' prepare so o n 
to o u tline a plan fo r the o pera­ 
tio n o f the ho spital. The first re­ 
qu est fro m any o rg anisatio n to 
equip and maintain a ro o m was 
g ranted.

HEAVY RAINFALL KEPT 
FIRE FROM SPREADING 


The fact there was a steady 
do wnpo u r o f rain early 
this 
mo rning , and had been fo r sev ­ 
eral ho u rs preceding , po rbably 
sav ed o ther 
bu ilding s in 
the 
co mmu nity when a targ e two 
sto ry frame bu ilding in 
Ray ’s 
Co rssing was destro y ed by 
fire 
abo u t two o ’clo ck this mo rning 
The bu ilding , tho u g h no t new, 
was in g o o d co nditio n, and was 
bu rned to the g ro u nd. 
The bu ilding was o wned 
by 
Orv ille Go rdo n o f 
Mo rristo wn, 
who fo r sev eral y ears o perated a 
hardware and implement sto re 
there. The first flo o r o f it was 
o ccu pied by Will Smith’s g ener­ 
al merchandise sto re and a bar­ 
ber sho p o perated 
by 
Pearl 
Craig . The seco nd flo o r was the 
lo dg e ro o ms o f 
the 
Mo dem 
Wo o dmen. 
The cau se o f the blaze co uld 
no t be determined. As near 
as 
co u ld be estimated, it bro ke o u t 
in the no rth side o f the hard­ 
ware sto re, and had g ained co n­ 
siderable headway befo re it was 
disco v ered. The chemical o u tfit 
fro m Manilla was called, 
bu t 
co u ld be o f little assistance 
as 
the fire was bey o nd co ntro l. 
No estimate o f the lo ss co uld 
be g iv en. Ev ery thing o n 
the 
to p flo o r belo ng ing to the lo dg e 
was destro y ed, and no insu rance 
was carried o n it. Part o f the 
merchadise and equ ipment 
o n 
th ^ lo wer u o o r was sav ed. Smith 
carried $3000 o n the co ntents o f 
his sto re and Craig had $125 o n 
his equ ipment. It was 
stated 
th at Go rdo n had abo u t $3000 in­ 
su rance o n the bu ilding . 


Six ty o steo paths had reg istered 
befo re no o n to day fo r the state 
co nv entio n fo r o steo paths 
which 
o pened here to day . 
Fo llo wing 
the reg istratio n perio d, sessio ns

Legal Firm Declares City Has 
Power to Purchase and Oper- 


ate Local Concern 


Another effort to compel the 


railroads that pass through the 
city to maintain street crossings 
that are passable, was made 
Tuesday night when the city 
council held their regular ses- 
sion, and passed an ordinance 
requiring all railroads to pro- 
vide good crossings at once, sub- 
ject to penalties in fines. 


Several matters of business 


came before the council at their 
session. A written opinion from 
the law firm of Smith, Remster, 
Hornbrook and Smith was sub- 
mitted on the hospital proposi- 
tion, in which the firm gave as 
their opinion that the transac- 
tion was correct and legal in de- 
tail. 


The opinion had been request- 


ed, in view of the fact that no

in 


which a city could purchase a 
hospital already built. The stat- 
ute provides for cities to acquire 
land and build hospitals, as well 
as other city institutions, so the 
expert legal advise was sought. 


The firm cited various statutes 


and concluded hi the opinion by 
stating that the word "estab- 
lish" a hospital, would include 
one already built. The operation 
of the hospital prior to January 
first, was also taken up with 
them, and their opinion also 
was that this could be done, if 
a surplus of funds was available 
In any department, where 
a., 


transfer could be made. 


The council will' prepare soon 


to outline a plan for the opera- 
tion of the hospital. The first re- 
quest from any organization to 
equip and maintain a room was 
granted.
